| _ A BUDDHIST MISSIONARY. | 

- When Professor Max Muller some years ago delivered his famous discourse 
at Westminster Abbey, he divided as known the existing religions into two 
' classes—those which send out missionaries and those which do not. We do not 
know among which class he reckoned Buddhism. Perbaps he reckoned it among 
the former. If he did so, he was fully justified, by what we just leara from 
American papers. A Chinese Buddhist has actually made his appearance at New 


York in the avowed capacity of a missionary. The Jewish Record refers to the 
mission in these terms : 


“Following the example of several Christian sects, Buddhism is soon to 
establish a mission in this country. Wong Ching Foo, a Chinaman of rank and 
education, bas lately arrived in New York, and has made known his errand 
before a number of ladies and gentlemen who bad been invited to mect him. 
He is described as a man of eloquence and ability, and he certainly showed no 
timility in the expression of his views. Possessed of manners, refined and 
courteous, and exceedingly pleasing in address, be also has considerable know- 
ledge of the English language, which enables him to converse with flnency and 
ease. There was something of irony in his statement that ‘the Chinese people 
felt so very grateful to the Americans for sending them missionaries, that they 
wished to send some. here in return, so that the people could learn the true prin- 
ciples of Buddhism.’ This looks very much like a Roland for an Oliver, and we 
wonder how our proselytising friends will relish the logic of the Chinese.

Discourses of this kind, as everybody knows, are like certain dreams and prophe- 


cies which have a tendenc; to fulfil themselves. If the divine curse rests upon 
the Jews, it is but natural that believing Christians should feel themselves called 
upon to execute the divine judgment. at all events should not feel any extraor- 
dinary amount of pity at the sufferings of Jews., The sermon having been 
reported in the daily papers, the Rev. Dr. Gottheil, of the Temple Emanuel, 
took up the gauntlet thus thrown down, and in a series of discourses discussed 
from the pulpit the question of the crucifixion. These sermons were likewise 
reported by the press. The Christian preacher upon this in part deniet the 
correctness of the report given of his sermon, and in part sought to justify its 
contents. The controversy has called forth some able letters, especially one 
from “R.S.” in the “Jewish Reformer,’ who by facts sought to controvert Dr, 
Armitage’s assertion. ‘“R. 8S.” proves by statistics, in the first place, that the 
Jews are not a blood-thirsty people, showing that of 289 murders and homicides 
committed at New York alone within the last five years, 19 shonld have been 
committed by Jews in proportion to their numbers, when hardly one has been 
brought home tothem. He further proves that far from being accursed they 
are universally blest by God,inasmuch as the mortality is much smalicr amovug 
the Jewish than the general population, and that of the several pestilences 
which during the middle ages devastated Europe hardly any attacked the Jews, 
It was not visitation from God but visitation from man, especially fanatical 
Christians, from which Jews suffered. It is indeed lamentable that such an 
assertion should be repeated after so many exposures of the wickedness of 
charging, after nearly two thousand years, a whole people with a deed for 
whick even if it had been a crime, they could be as little held respon- 
sible as the Roman Catholics of our, generation for the atroci'ies com-. 
mitted by their remote ancestors in the days of Queen Mary, or the Protestants 
for the cruel retaliatory measures adopted by them in the days of (ucen 
Elizabeth. And who wiil say that the execution of Jesus was a judicial murder? 
With Deuteronomy xiii. staring them in the face, what other a'teriative had 
his judges but to condemn him to death? That law may be unjust, may be 
cruel, may be whatever you may call it, but it was the law of the land, jt was the 
law given by God. The Sanhedrin may have misconstrued it, it may have commit- 
ted an error in judgment, but the execution surely was not a judicial murder; or 
England must have committed judicial murders by the score when she hung not 
only forgers but also cattle lifters. No doubt the Jews, were they anindependent 
nation, would in our days not condemn to death a man styling him-elf the son of 
God, or asserting that if St. Paul’s were pulled down he could rebuild it within 
three days.

MR. FREEMAN'S BOOK ON TURKEY.

Or will Mr. Freeman arrogate the name Christian to himeelf, 
and those sharing his sentiment in this. matter, to the exclusion of the other 
baptized millions who mistrust Russia? Let us tell Mr. Freeman that the 
sympathies of the Jews in this war are as divided as those of the general popu- 
lation ; and if a majority of Jews in western and central Europe are on the side 


of Turkey, it is not becaase they wish ill to Christians, but because the majority 
_ of their Chrietian countrymen are in favour of Tarkey. Surely Mr. Freeman 


must be aware that such is the case in our own England; as far at least as she is 
represented in her Parliament. This sympathy for Turkey, it has been repeated 
a hundred times, arises vot so much from love for the Mahometan—indeed, so 
far as Islam and Christianity are in question there exists no difference of opinion, 
the greater humanity of the latter being an established fact—as from distrust of 
Russia, It is not for Russia, the stannch supporter of the most crushing despo- 
tism and the crusher of all religions liberty in her own dominions, to come for.

Paul's Churchyard, London, and al} Chemists (free by poat 14 apd 
Tho ls the, ape ov Made That Powder je onvily diseribnted from them, and will be 


PRECEPT AND PRACTICE.

We have been favoured by an occasional correspondent with the followi 


article on recent references of certain German writers to subjects of special — 


interest to Jews: 


Professor Vogt in an article entitled “Glosses to a Theme on Marriage,’’ 
writes thus: The assertion of the text (that only humanity is cogrizant of the 
institution of marriage), seems to me exactly like the assertions of the Christian 
foundation of the modern state, which, when more closely looked into, is based 

ron the very negation of all the fundamental principles of Christianity. 

~The basis of Christian doctrine is the theory of sacrifice for sinful humanity, 
in lieu of which an innocent god-man is slaughtered, and the guilt of all is 
thereby atoned for. I should like to see any one attempt to prove the existence 
of such a principle in the modern state, where every one is considered respon- 
sible for what he himself does, and cannot be punished for what others have 


done. Or, take the other principle, according to which we should do good even | 


to our enemies, and compare therewith tho rider to the penal laws. In a really 


- Christian state Prince Bismarck would have had to insist upon the promotion of 


Count Arnim and an increase of his salary. The natural deduction would he 
absurd—but, if its absurdity be acknowledged, we must not in the same breath 
in which the absurdity is admitted, venture to assert that Christian principle is 
the basis of the modern state. — aos | 

Dr. Volger, in a lecture on Bernard Palissy and Francis Bacon, the founders 
of modern science, pointed out in how high a degree the whole intellectual life 
of the middle ages was controlled by the influence of the New. Testament, and 
in how great a measure humanity in those days, instead of directing their gaze 
towards a survey of nature and her powers, in consequence of the pessimism 
prevailing in Christianity that rejects all that is earthly, had eyes only for 
another life hoped for hereafter. Nature in the New Testament, said the 
lecturer, is mentioned only incidentally ; it treats essentially in accordance with 


its whole tenour ovly of man and his destination to aspire to a goal out of and — 


beyond this world. 


The Old Testament, on the other hand, presents itself in quite a different . 


light, praising the creation as it does as a perfect and subiime work of the 
Creator, breathing and promoting throughout a profound contemplation of 
nature. The thus engendered supersensual conceptions of the middle ages had 
as a consequence the almost total absence of anything like the scientific investi- 
gations of the present day ; men contented themselves with what antiquity had 
produced in the province of natural philosophy, and were accustomed to accept 
the dicta of an Aristotle, a Pliny and the like as irrefragable dogmas. With the 
translation of the Bible and the invention of printing, the shackles that had 
fettered men’s minds began to fall and the increasing etudy of the books of the 
Old Testament, in spite of all prohibitions, directed men’s free gaze more and 
more to nature, and thus by degrees to natural philosophy. 

The following is an extract from an article in the Beobachter, published at 
Stuttgard : “In-a word, Christian ethics, history, and society have proved an 
utter failure. For the last eighteen hundred years Christianity has been preach- 
irg its doctrine of charity, yet men still massacre each other by hundreds of 
thousands under the guidance of its God, and to the peal of 18 triumphant

with their lips, has remained to this day a hollow phrase ; the utmost it achieves 
is, to cast a beggarly penny into the lap of the needy, thereby concealing its 
exotism belind a liberality which might well be dispensed with if it were only 
capable of real sacrifices in the name of social equity and human solidarity. In 
sooth, if the classes that are oppressed and preyed upon were to look to Christian 
charity for an improvement of their condition, they might wait another eighteen 
hundred: years without being any furth«r advanced than they are at present. 

_ For herein soup doled out to beggars is of no avail, for the only thing that 
can avail is the reconstruction of the state falsely based upon force founded in 
religion, and its removal from the grounds of authority to those of justice. 
(The very point of view Judaism has ever been contending for). But the 
pietists, above all others, oppose tooth aud nail all actual redress, they being 
ever in favour of the powers that be, appointed by God, 7e., siding ever with 
the brute force and the oppressions of injustice. Thus, in spite of their honeyed 
words, they are ever the adversaries of the poor man, whose misery is not to be 
healed by their almsgiving, even when such gifts do not stray into the pockets 
of tLe obscurantists. The pietistic morality, therefore, appertains to the chapter 
of great lies. I'he notions of good and evil, the boundary lines of which shift 
according to social condition aud degrees of development, are to be correctly 
detined only when based upon the law of the universe. The law of the universe 
is that of progress, of constant labour, whereby higher forms are ever being 
developed trom Jower ones, in the physical as well as in tue moral world. The 


good is what is conformable to law, e., what furthers development or progress ;_ 


the ba', what militates against the law of development, thus checking progress. 

Cons: quently, to return to the figures of Christian mythology—the repre- 
sentative of what is gvod, or God, is the first of progressists, whilst the repre 
sentative of what is evil, or the devil, is the head of the reactionaries. As

an exceedingly large expenditure, and consequently but a small balance in hand,

With four such auditors as I see the cash-sheet signed 
by, [ think the Birmingham Hebrew Congregation might mavage to send their 
cash-account out without a mistake. The total receipts should be £5,854 9s, 5d. 
and not £5,854 13s. 5d. It is but paltry, but nevertheless shows negligence.

STEPNEY SCHOOLS.—We have received a copy of the fifth anuual report of the 
Stepney Jewish Schools. The report states that “the nuinber of pupils in attendance 
is constantly on the increase, and the education imparted is becoming higher and 
more thorough year by year. The number of pupils on the register is 320, as agains. 
296 in the previous year, whilst the average daily attendance for the past year ha- 
been 275 as against 250 last year.’ The annual examination of the children wa: 
undertaken by the Rev. S. Singer and Mr. George Ricks, Chief Inspec‘or of School: 
under the School Board for London, The examination—particularly that conducted 
by Mr. Ricks—lead to a very satisfactory report of the instruction imparted at the 


school. Evening classess have been established under the direction of the .Head- 
“Master, to whom, says the report, “* great praise is due for the disinterested zeal he 
has brought to bear upon ‘this work.” 


“The increase in the amount received a-x 
school fees has not been so large as the increase in the number of pupils, the amount 
being £327 as against £312 in the previous year. The average fee paid by the 
scholars is rather less than td. each. There are 55 free nupils, and 47 who pay less 
than 4d. per week.” The committee report that “ huving received a deputation 
from the proposed Old Ford School Committee, and having fully investigated and 
considered, upon the basis of the evidence supplied to them, the advisability of 
opening a branch school at Old Ford, resolved that, owing to the fact that there have 
been furnished them tho names of only 50 or 60 children in that district at present 
not attending this school, and it having been stated by the delegates that the district 


itself could not bear the financial burden, they would not be justified in appealing to

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RUSSIAN INFLUENCE ON THE JEWISH QUESTION IN 
ROUMANIA. 


We now proceed to place before our readers a significant despatch included — 
in the volume of correspondence respecting the condition and treatment of the 


Jews in Servia and Roumania just presented to the House of Commons. It is a 
Memorandum placed in the hands of Lord Loftus. Her Majesty’s Ambassador at 
St. Petersburg, “ embodying the opiuions of the Imperial Goverment of Russia 
upon that question.” We will not attempt to refute all the contents of this 


most insidious and wicked State Paper. Some of its contents have been replied 


to over and over again. Lawyers have shown that Roumania had no right to 
deprive of their capacity of natives of Roumania those who were so when the 
Convention of Paris was concluded, and those whose fathers had been settled in 
Roumania for generations. Roumania by the tenour of this Convention might 
withhold from native Jews the rights of citizenship, but surely could not declare 


them as aliens. No law can undo what Nature hasdone. But we will not dwell 


on this: 


What we wish to point out is this—that in the first place this Paper clearly 
siows the animus of Russia, and also why all the efforts of the Western Powers 
to bring Roumania to reason failed. Rouinania knew that Russia stood as a 
sentinel behind her and secured immunity for all her misdeeds. We now have 


the key to the ominous hiut dropped by Earl (iranville to a Jewish deputation. 
as to what-was meant when he briefly referred to Russia as an obstacle in the 
way of obtaiuing an amelioration of the condition of the Jews in Roumania. 


But is it true, as plainly stated in this pitiless Paper, that the Jews are the’ 


corrupters of the rural population, holding out to them allurements to drankenness ? 
The interior of Russia bas been closed against the Jews. Ever since she has 


been ai Empire, no Jew has been allowed to set fovt on this holy ground. 
Yet no population is more addicted to drunkenness than these very mujiks. 
Was it the wicked Jews or the good Christians who corrupted these people, ur did 


the people carry the seeds of corruption within themselves, developing under the 


genial rays of Mascovite rule? Austria has in proportion to her general popula- 


tion more Jewish subjects than Russia. In some parts of Austria the Jews are 
as densely packed as in some parts of Russia. How is it that we do not hear the 
sane complaints in Austria as in Russia or Roumania? The Jews in certain paris 
of Austria are qnite contiguous, are subject to the same climatic and all other 
influences which are supposed to mould the character and the moral code of the 
Koumanian Jews. How is it that only in Roumania and Russia the Jews should 
prove theuseives the corrupters of the general population ? The Grand Duchy of 
Posen, too, contains a very dense Jewish population. This territory, like 
Galicia, at one time formed a portion of Poland. How is it that the Jews 
there have never been charged with any such disposition ? Sweden, we know, 
is a country which excluded Jews for centuries, and even now the Jew is very 
sparsely represented there, and do we not hear of complainjs of the drunken- 
ness of her population—indeed, it was mentioned in the debate in the Louse of 
Commoug on the Gothenbarg system that her peasantry are among the most 
druiken in Europe. Look at Scotland, look at Evgland, where the Jewish 
popniatiou is exceedingly sparse, especially in the former country, yet the curse 
of drunkenness is general in both. Are the Jews the corrupters of the people ? 
National drunke»ness has been ascribed to quite different causes, and cannot be 
eradicatcd by such means ag those resorted to by Roumania. Granted, however, 
that it was desirable to diminish the temptations to drinking among the general 
population. Will this be effected by excluding all Jews from the business of a 
publican or from distilling ? Let it be borse in mind that distilling as a business 
would fall to the ground if there were no demand for spirits. Jews might have 
beenallowed te go on distilling, provided they lad not been allowed to retail spirits. 


What the remedies against drunkenness Roumavia should be we, of course, 


do not kuow ; but this we know, that a considerate Government would not bave 


destroye Lat a blow the capital, invested in this trade, of thousands of families — 


and robbed them of all means of livelihood without any compensation and 
without making any provision for openivg new sources of subsistence. It 
woult have found meaus to temper rigour with mercy, and not to destroy 
ruthlessly thousands on the mere conjecture that some peasants might be 
eaved trom vice, especially as we do not hear that any restriction was 
laid wpon non-Jewish publicans, If the vice of drunkenness is rooted in 
the peopl, the effect of the law advocated by Russia would simply be to 
transfer the custom from Jewish to Christian publicans, and to make the 
latter the corrapters of the people. There is a dash of irony—we might almost 
say of devilry—in the remark contained in the Paper, that Roumania by not 
having expressly mentioned Jews in the law which dealt them such a terrible 
blow had spared their self-love. Stab a person and then tell him blandly that. the 
blow was not expressly meant for him, but for anybody that might have held 
such and such an Opinion,or been found in such and such a company. Whom did 
Ronimania intend to deceive by this trick ? Surely neither those concerned nor 
the onlockers. [t was only adding insult to injury by striking at them in such 
an insidious manner, thus to be able to maintain that it was not the Jew alone 


that was aimed at. Is there not soniething demoniacal in it, first to declare 


that anative Koumanian Jew is not a Roumanian, but a stranger, and that, 
being a stranger, he could not be an elector, and that, not being an elector, he 
eould not be permitted to trade in spirituous liquors. And how is it that converted 
Jews are exempted froin the operation of this law? Is it assumed that con- 


version wil blot out all the supposed racial dispositions which incline the Jew — 


io become the corrupter of the people? To be consistent, the law should have 
been extended to converted as well as unconverted Jews This not being the 
case, shows that, despite the disclaimer of Roumania, religious fanaticism is at 


the bottom of all this cruelty. And how the cloven fuot peeps through all this | 


diabolical defence of Roumanian cruelties, when we hear tnat no power has a 
rigut to interfere in Roumania’s internal adminietration, absolute freedom in it

_ The Convention signed at Paris, August 19, 1858, between the same Guarantee- 
ing Powers to lay down the basis of the social organisation of the Principalities 
begins.with Arii:le II, by declaring anew the public right of the Roumanians and 
their national autonomy such as they result from the Treaties or Capitulations which 
they oot concluded with the Sublime Porte and which the Convention mentions 
expressly: 

Lastly, by the Additional Act of the Conyention of 1858, an Act to which the 
Representatives of the Guaranteeing Po-vers have given their adhesion on June 238, 
1864, it is affirmed once more that tic ‘‘nited Principalities may without foreign 
intervention modify or change their UC. . ...ution as well as the laws which govern 
their internal administration. | 

It is therofore evident that all these international Acts have had for their object 
to ensure to the Roumanians the free exercise of their autonomy. 

The Autonomy of the United Principalities, the same as their right to govern 
themselves constitutionally, are placed under the protection and the guarantee of 
the great European Powers. | 

The adoption of a law by the Chambre of Bucharest which monopolises for the 
benefit of the Treasury the trade in spirituous liquors, hitherto free in the Princi- 
palities, does not violate any Treaty nor does it alter in any way the relations of the 
Principalities to the Sublime Porte. , 

This is an internal question which one would be surprised to see raised to the 
height of one of public European right.

‘he new law adopted by the Chambre of Bucharest is not only conformable to 
the right of the United Principalities, but is also justified by the practical and local 
exigencies acknowledged long ago.

_  Morzo ASSOCIATION.—The annual general meeting of the members of the 
Motza Association was held on Tuesday evening, at 45. Great Prescot Street, Mr. 


| Barnett Samuel, the President, in the chair. The report of the committee was read 


by Mr. Joseph Hart, the Secretary. The committee state that the machinery gives 
every satisfaction. ‘Lhe quality of the motzas has been much superior to those 


, manufactured in any previous year. Greater economy had also been exercised. The 


chairman, in moving the adoption of the report and balance-sheet, said that the year 
1874 found the society saddled with a debt of £2,000. This debt had been reduced by 


about £500, and efficient machinery had been purchased, the greater part of the cost 


having been advanced by the committee. He thought that the members would see 
that a great deal had been done in so short atime. (Hear, hear). Every endeavour 
had been made to keep faith with the public and to wipe off any stain upon the good | 
name of the Association. The purchase of the machinery had resulted in great 
economy being exercised in the manufacture. While in 1874 and 1875 the society 
paid over £900 in wages for the manufacture of 76 sacks of flour into motzas, iu 
1876, when 85 sacks were manufactured, only £640 was paid in wages, The impor- 


tant value of the machinery could thus be clearly seen. Not only was greater 


economy obtained, but also better quality and greater cleanliness, nor had these been 
obtained at any sacrifice of religious scruples, for the Chief Rabbi and other ministers 
still obtained their motzos from the Association. The report and balance-sheet were 

, to the President, Treasurer, Committee, and 
Auditors. The Hon. Officers and Committee were re-elected. Several of those

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SCHOOLS OF THE SPANTSY PORTUGUESE CONGREGATION | 


On Sunday last the annual Distiibution of Prizes to the children attending 
the Schools of the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation took place at the 
Schools, Heneage Lane. Mr. Natnanter MONTEFIoRE, the, President, tock 
the chair, and distribute! the prizes, and an address was delivered b y 
the Rev. Dr. Artom. There was. a large gathering of the friends of the 
Schools, Tie room was profusely decorated with flowers, evergreens, banners, 
&c, Some singing was rendered by the children, under the direction of Mrs. J. 
Ornstein. The sls were dresssed in the hideous “uniform” the charity 
schools, but which is now being generally discarded in fayour of a more wodern 
and becoming dress—an example which might be profitably followed by these 
Adon Olam having been sung by the children, : | 
The Rev. Dr. ARTom seceded to deliver an address. He said : Ladies 
and gentlemen,—Every year on the occasion of this scholastic festival, which 
gives tise to the pleasant gathering of friends of education, and the sup- 
perters of this ancient institution, an agreeable task is entrusted to me ; the 
~ task of addressing both the chilcren, who tre the true origin of this festival, 
the true heroes of the day, and the ladies and gentlemen, who prove by their 
presence how deeply they sympathise with the efforts of those whose task it is 
to improve the intellectual and moral state of the children of the poor. I call 
it an agreeable task, because while I have an opportunity of publicly encourag- 
ing both teachers and pupils, of bestowing praise where praise is due, I am often 
ab'e to announce some good, soine new improvement of our schools, and this, I 
ai sure, is a piece of intelligence, which you, ladies and gentlemen, in your 
goodness never receive without gratification. These schools have some features 
‘and characteristics of their own, which ought to make thein interesting not only 
to the mewbers of the congregation to which these schools belong, but also to 
the English Jews generally. In fact, these schools were the first founded in: 
England, two hundred years ago, when our brethren were readinitted to these 
shores, from which they had been inhospitably banished three hundred ycars 
before; and the establishment of these schoolsis a proof that our ancestors loved 
instruction avd knowledee as much, or perhaps more than the mest civilised 
nations. It is also a proof.that they understood charity in its noblest form, that 
they meant to assist the poor, not by giving them temporary alms, but by 
offering them knowledge. and by giving them the power of raising themselves 
through their own exertions, of a-cending some steps in the sccial ladder, and of 
permanently increasing their income, There is another point which entitles these 
institututions to special consideration. Among the many well organized Jewish 
schools in England, this tine-honoured institution is the only one where Hebrew 
4s taught accordipg to the Portuguese fashion, with that broad, pleasing, musical 
accent which is cioployed in the sumberless Jewish communities of the South 
of Europe, of the North of-Africa, and of Asia, as far as the shores of China 
and Japan, This Portuguese pronounciation is nat only sweet aud pleasin , bit 
it ix extremely correct; and it is the pronotnciation with which Hebrew is 
studied in ti. great universities of the United Kingdom. In this respect these 
elementary schools occupy a ground of their own; they cannet be dispensed 
with, they cannot merge into any other school, or be replaced by any other insti- 
tution. Of course, that being the case, Hebrew must have a very Jarge part in 
the instruction given in these schools, and it is for this reason that a large 
allowance 1s granted to these schools every year from the congregational funds; 
they form a very vital and important part in this ancient congregation, and the 
mijerity of the fricnds and supporters of the institution .are therefore anxious 
that it rhould remain independent and self-supporting, and would never allow 
it to merge in any other schools, to be placed under any other control, when the . 
teaching of Iicbrew might be reduced to microscopic proportions. ‘Tiere was a 
time when the teaching of Hebrew was the nly instruction given in these 
schools, but you must not be surprised at that; it was when our brethren in 
England some hundred and fifty years ago were stil] labourieg under every 
kind of political and civil disabilities, when they spoke to each other in their 
native language or dialect—in a broken Dutch and still more broken Spanish. 
They did not feel the necessity of studying the English grammar or language ; 
they were content to know what was indispensable for their commercial nec: s- 
sities. But better times have brought about better feelings and wiser i eas, 
Greater attention was Cirected to secular instruction, and great philanthropists 
increased the endowments of these schools. Of course, the improveients 
were carried out slowly. Where we have to struggle with old regulations and 
deeply-rooted prejudices, such improvements meet with many difficulties ; con- 
flict of opinions causes the best intentions to be th:arted ; tut when perse- 
verance is at work, when the labour of making things better 1s a labour of love, 
there is no doubt as to the final issue of the struggle. Ie wins who has on his 
side honesty of purpose, love of progress, and, above all, logic. These schools, 
I am happy to say, have at last become what good elementary schools ought to 
be. Of course, Hebrew must always be a prominent part in instruction given 
Within these walls, because if the Hebrew grammar can be studied in 
many other excellent instiiutions, the Portuguese pronunciation can 
be learned here only, or by private tuition, which is a luxury the. 
poor canuot afford, Besides Hebrew, religion is also taught in these 
schools; that religion’ by. which we learn special obligations 
which are imposed upon us as the followers of Judaism and the 
worshippers of one God, as the children of the most historic and anci nt 
religion. But secular instruction also forms a part of our daily programme here, 
Spe jal attention is paid to those subjects, a kuowledge of which 1s indispensable 
for cvery young man enterivg society, and even to those who occupy the bumbler 
stations in Jife. Iam alto happy to say that time has been found for music and 
drawing ; rusic, which, according to tle best educationalists, should form an 
integral part of every elementary scho:], The Tonic So!-Fa was marvellously — 
adapted for the children, boys and girls ; and the songs which you will hear in 
the course of these proceedings will prove to you that this music teaching has 
been a success. ‘Lhe second subject is drawing, of which you see here to day 
some fair specimers ; our boys have been very proud to show you a part of their 
work in the course of the year, and some of thew have obtained prizes and cer- 


tiieates of proficiency under the auspices of the Science and Art Department in 
South Kensington. I believe that drawing, or rather painting is, like music, the | 
child of harmouy, because if music charms the ear, drawing and painting charm — 
the eye, and both, although we know in a different degree, penetrate to the heart 
and convey a pure idea of what is beautiful and charming. Another proof that 
these schools are successful, that they are acceptable to the class fur whom they 
have been erected, that they are appreciated by onr working men, is the im- 
mense number of our pupils. Since the establishment of the School Boaid 
Schools many Jewish children have abandoned their Jewish schools in order to 
attend the Government Institutions, but this has not happened here. We have 
still three hundred pupils—one hundred boys and two hundred girls, which I con- 


sider a very respectable number. If I praise these schools, it is not only because 
I love them, or because I am blinded by optimism ; I say what is true, aud [am 
convinced that these schools will ha 

that is to be so, they must net renounce the ot ject for which they were instituted ; 
they must not vet rid of their national characteristics. Then again, the teachers 
must have a great sense of their responsibility. The work that has been done 
during the year just past has been a good and useful work.; the teachers have 
all done their best, and without desiring to make any unpleasant distinction, I 
must say a word of praise and encouragement of those jumor teachers of our 
[fant School whom we have selected, 1 am pleased to ray, from our sister, the 
German congregation, who have been with us one year ; in this year they have 
done their work conscienciously and well. Bat [ wish the teachers not only to 
instruct their pupils in Geography, History, &c., 1 want them to teach their 
prpils proper language and good manners, in order to neutralize the outward 
influences by which they are surrounded at home. ‘They must try to convey 


to the children a knowledge of the priuciples of the Jewisn faith, a knowledge | 


of the ceremonies of our religion, so that if they are obliged to go to work 
immediately on leaving the school, they may possess that sound knowledge of 
Judaism whic) will enable them to fulfil their religious duties through life. A 
second condition for the prosperity of these schovls, naturally, is that we should 
have good committees. Every year I am cailed upon to bestow praise upon the 
ladies’ committee, the ladies are really useful to this institution ; they visit the 
schools constantly,and encourage the teachers and pzpils. I hope the gentlemen's 
committce will try to be equally good; that they wil! visit the schools more fre- 
quently, and not being gatisfied with hearsay, will come and ascertain for them- 
seives the true work and progress of this ancient institution. The reverend 
Doctor concluded his address with a few earnest words of advice and encourage- 
ment to the children. | | | |

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A TRAINING SCHOOL FOR JEWISH TEACHERS. 


AN appeal has some weeks ago been submitted to the Jewish community 
which no doubt deserves consideration. It is not less the nature of the want 
which the appeal so forcibly brought under public notice, than the weight 
carried by the signatures appended to it which attracted attention. Among 
these signatures are those of ladies and gentlemen known for their ardent 
attachment to their faith and race for zeal and intelligence, and whose names 


we are wont to meet with whenever any project or undertaking for the 


promotion of the communal well-being is brought forward. 


The arguments urged for the establishment of a training school for | 


Jewish teachers are indeed cogent. There can be no donbt that Jewish 


children will be attracted more and more by Board schools, that the 


religious instruction given to these children at the fag-end of a day’s work 


or by an infringement on leisure hours, is not only quantitatively - woefully- 


‘insufficient to initiate them into. their faith, but will prove particularly 
irksome and therefore unprofitable to them by reason of the time chosen for 
this instruction. There can be no doubt that despite the Conscience Clause, 
habitual attendance by Jewish children always’in an insignificant fractional 
minority at schools presided over by teachers of another faith is not without 
danger to these children. -The Conscience Clause may protect. them from 
gross ntrusion of un-Jewish doctrines, but cannot shield them from indirect 
allusion and insidious insinuations by bland teachers taught to consider conver- 
sion of Jews as one of the highest Christian duties, perhaps the more injurious 
because imbibed imperceptibly and without warning, and cannot guard against 


that un-Jewish religious atmosphere which is created unconsciously in an 
establishment in which all talk and every arrangements breath an un-Jewish 
There can be no doubt that the supply of Jewish teachers is not 


gpirit, 
equal to the demand either quantitatively or qualitatively, that teachers of 
another faith are engaged in specific Jewish schools, that this demand is on 
the increase and will increase in proportion as the community grows, and 
that the foundation of new schools in the colonies will still more increase 
the demand, It is true that the Jews’ Free School, Bell Lane, seeks to 
meet this exigency. To its credit be it said, it has undoubtedly trained 
some excellent teachers, and thus enabled us to some extent to satisfy the need. 
Still the supply, it cannot be denied, is very inadequate. It isa fact that the 
Free School can hardly train sufficient teachers for its own requirements. More- 
over,the special object of this establishment and the demands uponit are hardly 


~ ofsuch a character as to fit it adequately to perform the double function of a 


free school for the mass of.the children of our poor and a training college. As 
the former capacity—and indeed the community taxes itself for the purpose 
that the best education possible shal! be given to the children by the most 
efficient teachers it is possible to obtain—it certainly is not the wish of 
the supporters of the establishment that the unpractised and semi-trai ied 
powers of apprentice hands should be. employed to develop the mental 
faculties of the young. Pupil teachers, as the very name_ implies, 
are decidedly not the best qualified to be employed in the work ‘of 
education to the greatest advantage possible. And if it be true as stated in 


the appeal referred to, “that to assume that instruction given to children © 


who have passed five hours on the benches of the school at a time, when body 
and mind are both weary, can profit the learners, is to betray little 
acquaintance with the physical and mental, exigencies of the young,’ it is 
plain that pupil teachers who have toiled the whole day in the instruction of 
classes, can, jaded in body and mind, little profit by the lessons given them 


by the head-master after the labours of the day are over, and be little fitted - 


to turn them to an account, especially as the time required for inwardly 


digesting them would have to be snatched from the few leisure hours so 


requisite for physical recreation. To this mistake in the training of pupil 
teachers intelligent elementary teachers are fully alive. At the late annual 


Conference of the National Union of Elementary Teachers, held on April 4 


last, Mr, Greenup, of Sheffield, read a paper on the pupil teacher system, in 
Which he inter ulia observed that: 


‘Pupil teachers began their teaching life too goon, and they were kept too’ | 


much at the work of teaching. Their whole apprenticeship was little less than 


a mild slavery. What with movthly examinations, Government examinations, _ 
Seripture examinations, science examinations, drawing examinatiors, School 


Board examinations, and public examinations, he was surprised that the pupil 


_ teachers stood it so well. But they saw many pale faces and hollow cheeks, and 


heard of shattered health and early graves, and it would be no caricature if the 
epitaph upon many a tembstone were ‘Inspected to death.’ As to the instruc- 


_ tion of pupil teachers, he believed that the present system was a thoroughly 


ad one, than which there could scarcely be a worse. The tax upon the head 
leacher was too great. ‘Ihe only remedy he saw was the teaching in centres, 
Which he should like to sec f ully and fairly tried in towns.”

But then the question arises how are the numerous, and by no means. 
small, difficulties in the way of the realisation of the project to be overcome ? 
The principal of them appears to us to be the pecuniary one, That the 
supply of Jewish teachers is not equal to the demand is, of course, beyond 
all doubt. The Jewish community can no longer be satisfied with broken- 
down tradesmen, who, if they are fit for nothing else, were at one time 
thought to be fit for teachers. The community would scout any such idea, 
We want teachers duly prepared, duly trained for thcir task, just as qualified 
persons are being educated for any other profession. But will the mere 
establishment of a training school be sufficient to remedy the evil? If we 


are not mistaken, the scarcity of duly trained teachers arises from causes 


which the establishment of ever so many training schools, however efficient, 
would not remove. The scarcity arises, in the first place, from the compe- 


tition of the other professions with that of the teacher. An intelligent. 


young man, unl:ss he feels within himself a special vocation for the tutorial 


| office—and persons of this class are so few that they cannot be taken .into 


account—naturally says to himself: “If I have to spend several years 


in a training school in order to qualify myself for the duties ofa teacher,. I | 


may just as well turn my attention to some profession, say that of the law, 
medicine, or engineering, which, as a rule, are better paid than that of 


teacher, in which there are prospects of advancement and which are held in . 


higher estimation, while at the same time less onerous than that of the 
teacher.” And as intelligence is a commodity for which there is a demand 
in every avocation of life, it naturally has the choice. It is, therefore, clear 
that the higher the standard of qualification for a teacher is raised, the keener 
will be the competition, and the smaller will be—all other things being equal— 


| thenumber of those choosing for themselves the scholastic profession. Some 


Special inducements must therefore be held out to intelligent youths to devote 


themselves to this career, especially in the Jewish community, which from 


its smallness offers so few prospects for pecuniary advancement or social 
distinction. This special inducement would, in the first instance, have to 
assume the form of a bounty to the students in the training school. While 
in other professions the learners have to pay premiums—and sometimes 
large ones—to be articled, scholarships would have to be founded sufficient 
for maintenance during the period of study, to be conferred on such as would 
be willing to devote themselves to the scholastic profession, and an addi- 
tional fund would have to be furnished in order to eke out to deserving 
teachers the inadequate salaries which poor or small congregations would be 
able to pay. Without this or some similar inducement, we cannot see how 
the establishment of a special Jewish training school would bring forward 
any more competent teachers than the Jews’ Free School, Bell Lane, now 
furnishes. To this fand must be added the other which must be found to 
salary able professors for the school, the rent of the premises, and other 
incidental expenses. It appears to us that a very large sum of money 
would be required at the very start of the undertaking. Is there any chance 
that a sum sufficient for the purpose would be forthcoming? In this we 
see the chief difficuly to the realisation of a project noble, most desirable, and 
proceeding from a deeply-felt want. | | 


But then in order to remedy the evil is. it absolutely necessary that we 
should have a training school of our own? That it would be the best 
remedy we do not doubt. But if we cannot have the best because difficult 
to obtain, why not look out for a good one that might be within reach? 
There are good training schools in existence for the general population. 
The branches of knowledge they teach, as well as the method of teaching, 
must be the same in a Jewish as well as in a general training school. Why 
not come to an understanding with one of these establishments for the 
admission of Jewish stndents, and attach to it one or two Jewish professors 
for instruction in the specific Jewish branches? There is, for instance, the 
British and Foreign School Society with its training institutionin the Borough, 
Its seventy-second anniversary, we find, was held at the Borough Road School 
May &, Ear!

metropolis do not feel the want, simply in conseqnence of wise arrangements 
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made with general institutions of the kind already in existence. Now, we 
do not confound training schools with hospitals. We can discriminate clearly 


enough between the two, and only refer to them, not because there is any 


analogy between the several wants which they are respectively designed to 
meet, but jast to show that there exists in this country of common sense 
and practical philanthropy a readiness of the-several classes, and even reli- 
gious denominations, to aid each other in the pursuit of commoa benevolent 
objects, and to smooth over difficulties, 

: Bat if this should not prove feasible, why not try to render the Jews 
College availab'e for such a purpose? The paths of theology and scholasti- 
To a considerable extent the students of the 
two professions might travel in company, and where the paths diverge only 
one special guide might be requisite. The engagement of a single professor 


for instruction in the method of teaching would be sufficient. All other 


branches might be taught by the existing staff. We are well aware that 


the College as now arranged would not be well suited for this special purpose. 
- But we can see no insuperable difficulties in the way of its being adapted 
for the desired purpose. Additional teachers might be engaged ; the school 


plan altered and widened; and the Council either so enlarged as to comprise 
members representing all shades of opinion at present not found in the body ; 
or the training department might be placed under a special committee. 
-, It may be that neither of these suggestions may prove practicable. It 
may be that nothing shcrt of a special training school may be capable to 
meet the exigency, But this we know—that the chances of success — and 
we are as anxious for it as any of the projectors—would be much greater if 
the institution could be associated with some existing establishment or 
developed out of it, since it lies in the character of Englishmen rather to 
unfold than to create, and to be much more willing to adapt and reform 
than to raise fresh structures, | | | 


MANCHESTER BOARD OF GUARDIANS.—We have received a copy of the tenth 
annual report of the Mauchester Board of Guardiins. This is one ‘of the imcst 
important provincial Jewixh charitable institutions, Last year the annual 
subscriptions amounted to L700 16s 94 against £613 3s. 3d. the previous year. 
and donations to £181 83. against £221 13s. The balance-shect of the Industrial 
Furd shows an invested capital of £256 168. 81., and an amount of £51 16s. on 
Lean Account. While the number of recipients residing in Manchester Jess than 
one year has increased 13 per cent., those residiog here one year and upwards 
bas diminished nearly three per cent. notwithstanding the depression of trade, 
thus proving that the resident poor are gradualiy improving their position. ‘the 

centage of native poor relieved is only 241., while the immigrants from 
-oland (principally Russian Poland) are 84°78 of the whole number of recipients. 
The guardians continue tu co operate with the school authorities in order to 
enforce tlhe attendance of the children, “and relief is always suspended when 
the parents refuse compliance with the wishes of the Board in this respect. 
Fortunately, however, the poor classes of our community ate fully sensible of 
the advantages of education.” The total ameunt of relief distributed was 
£629 15s. 6d.; the number of applicants was 883, an increase of 43 over the 
previous year. We however notice that while there was a larger number of 
applicants this year, the total number of applications was less, thereby proving 
that effectual aid had been grauted in many of the cases. Appended to the 
report are some interesting statistics. The list given of trades tollowed by the 
recipients is unsatisfactory, as out of 322 recipients 101 are classed as ‘* without 
trades,” 47 of this number, however, being above 50 years old.

The German Jews of Constantinople, spurred on by Herr Lichtenstein, an 
emp loyé on the Roumelian Railway, and Dr, Schwarz, beth of them coreligionists, 
have established a new school for the benefit of their children. An application 
was made to the Committee for an annual grant of 1,200 francs towares the salary 
of a German and French master. The school] being in avery efficient condition, the 
application was complied with, At Roustschouk, M. Pariente, principal of the 
school there, paid a visit to Sadik-Patha, the new Governor-General of the 
Vilayct. M. Pariente was well received by the Pasha, who expressed a wish 
that the hatred between Mosleus and Christians might cease, adding “ ‘The 
young Israelitish pec ple are called upon to play an important part in the Turkish 
administrations, where they will be received with open arms, provided they 
possess the requisite knowledge,” ‘Lhe Pasha further suggested to M. Paricnte 
that the Bulgarian language should be taught in the school. For the present, 
however, the school is discontinued, as the Jewish families living there dis- 
persed themselves, M. Pariente has proposed to transform the schovl-house 
temporarily into a hospital. dhe same izh functionary, accompanied by hia 
Caimacan, paid a vieit tu the s: hool of Samacoff, examined the children himself 
and addressed to those present a few encouraging words.

PALESTINE EXPLORATION FUND. 

The Quarterly Statement for April, 1877, of the Palestine Exploration 
Fund informs us that the Survey Expedition is gnce more in the field working 
under the able superintendence of J lieutenant Kitchener. We glean a few 
particulars that may be of special interest to our readers. 

We are told ‘an offer has been made by Mr. F. Locock of £50 towards a 
special fund for the examination and preservation of Rachel’s tomb. The 
Committee have ordered this offer to be recorded. As in the case of Jacob’s 
Well, no action can be taken until a report has been received from Lieut. 
Kitchener,”

Conder, the author of this paper, has discovered no fewer than 300 of them, all of 


~whichare marked intheSociety’s maps. The legends attached tothem are as curious 


as they are instructive, and throw much light on the history of the country. Some 
of these mukams seem to be identical withthe high placesso often mentionedin the 
Bible ard designated as places of idolatrous worship. A reference to them our 


author discovers in Deut. xii. 2; also in Exod. xx. 24. He says: “Few who 


have visited Palestine will doubt that in the Mukams we see the survival of the 


Canaanite false worship ; and in one case (Sheikh Abu ’Amr) I found beside the | 


chapel a huge platform of unsquared stone and a pit cut in rock, which seemed 
not impossibly to be the remains of the ancient altar of this civinity, whose 
present title means simply ‘the father of worship.’”’ At such sacred places 
sacrifices are sometimes offered, and the writer informs us that “the Jews do 
— sacrifices of small objects at Joseph’s tomb and that of Bar Jochai the 

abalist.” They are treated under several different categories. We shoald 
have liked to learn something about the mukfims of modern Jews. We know 
that the tomb of rabbi Simeon ben Yochai is specially venerated hy them, and 


that pilgrimages are undertaken to it annually by large numbers of them. But — 


on this we receive no information from the author. Altogether “ the Statement” 


maintains the interest excited by its predecessors. We now know of the Holy 
Land a great deal more than our fathers did.: Ee

Jews AND RUSSIAN MILITARY SERVICE.—A New York correspondent of the 
Jewish Record of Philadelphia writes under date of April 30th last :—There arrived 


here last week from Russia a Jewish family, consisting of man and wife, and five 


children, (3 boys and 2 girls). The father a man over fifty years of age, was one of 
the Poyomtchskies, or children of Jewish parentage, carried off by virtue of the Ukaz 
of the Czar Nicholas, and taken to the interior of Russia to be brought up for 
military service. When he was ten years of age and living with his parents at 
Duenaburg, he was carried off, baptized and bronght up in the Russian religion. 
During his military service he became acquainted with a Jewish girl from his native 
place, whom he desired to marry 3 
married according to its rites, which was done. and the issue of the marriage, five 
children, were brought up as Christians, After the completion of the military service, 
he turned his thoughts to returning to the religion of his ancestors, feeling especially 


anxious on account of his innocent children, knowing also that an expression of 


such a desire in Russia would make him closely acquainted with the knout and 
Siberia. He therefore determined to emigrate to America, and yesterday, in the 
presence of a minyan of his old countrymen, he was married by a rabbi according to 
ancient Jewish customs, at which time also his eldest son, a boy of fifteen years of 
age, entered into the covenant of Abraham. Previous to the ceremony, the father 


read to his son, in the Russian language, the ordinance of circumcision, and asked if. 


he was willing that the ceremony should be performed. The boy promptly responded 
that he would lay down his life if necessary to become a Jew. It was an interesting 
and touching scene long to be remembered by those who witnessed it. The other 
two hoys will shortly be entered into the covenant. This is but one of many instan- 
ces that evince how it clings to man under trials and persecution. As the man was 
but ten years of age when taken from his home, it was doubtless the mfluence of 
the wife and mother that kept alive the fame of Judaism in the man and enkindled 
itin her offspring.—/ewish Record,
